about  everything,  here  is  a detailed  report. 

First  or  all,  I must  explain  tnax  everything  is  very  well  organized  and  that  all  our 

great  fears  vrere  without  grounds.  Everyone  is  polite  ana  friendly.  Hov;ever,  there 

are  very  few  refugees  on  board  . The  boat  is  beautiful,  our  cabin  is  small  and  not 

an  outside  cabin.  The  criildren  love  it.  Promptly  at  noontime  toda^/  the  boat  started 

moving,  then  the  rain  began  and  it  is  still  raining  and  cool.  In  Bremen  I w<as  able  to 

do  some  shopoing.  On  the  boat  x-je  have  easy  chairs  and  the  food  is  wonderful  and  more 

than  plentiful.  We  had  a big  chicken  dinner  at  noontime  with  dessert,  then  they 

showed  the  move  "Habanera'»  then  we  had  afternoon  tea  with  all  kinds  of  cakes,  and 

for  supper  either  chicken  or  cold  cuts  after  an  appet-'.zer  and  dessert.  I am  surprised 

that  we  find  room  for  it  all  in  our  stomachs.  The  children  eat  like  pigs.  I-Ir,  Mrs. 

Mahler  are  very  pleasant  company.  Tomorrow  morning  there  will  be  swimming,  excercises, 

whatever  our  h;^art  desires.  It  all  seems  very  strange,  I feel  like  we  are  in  a 

different  world  and  cannot  understand  all  the  (horror)  we  left  behind. 

’Wednesday  August  I7,  1938 

The  night  was  cor.x or i.able  and  vje  slept  well.  The  landing  in  Southampton  was  very 
interesting,  beautiful  sunshine,  bxxt  very  windy.  Hansl  and  Mr.  Mahler  have  been 
exploring  everj^  corner  of  this  large  boat.  There  is  not  a spot  they  have  not  examined. 
If  we  keep  going  the  sa,me  viay,  we  can  gain  10  kilogram  on  this  boat.  For  the  noontime 
meal  we  X'jorked  our  way  through  6 cooirses,  I5  courses  were  available.  In  the  evening 
at  5:30  P.M.  x-je  will  land  in  Cherbourg,  whei’e  this  letter  xvill  be  mailed  to  you. 

Then  I vjill  not  be  able  to  mail  anything  until  we  get  to  N.Y.  I wish  I could  get 
nex-js  from  you  in  Cherbourg.  As  you  see  vie  are  tal:en  care  of  fabulously  and  vje  have 
no  idea  v;hat  is  happening  in  Vienna.  We  have  no  newspapers  and  cannot  get  any  nex^s 
any  other  way  either.  Everyone  here  is  in  a good  mood.  Oscar,  please  let  me  know 
rigiit  ax-jay  about  today's  happening  ( in  coxirt)  ? What  is  nex-;  vrith  you.  Hox;  do  you 
feel,  ieai'  Papa.  Please  send  aetailed  news.  I have  to  close  so  that  the  le  ter  can 
go  cut.  All  tie  best  and  thousand  kisses  to  you  all  and  greetings  to  all  our  friends 
xvho  ask  for  us.

Thursday  August  I8,  1938  S.S.  Bremen 

My  dearest  Papa 

I write  daily  so  I can  tell  you  everything.  We  are  very  well  and  have  not  been  seasick 
and  hope  not  to  ever  be  on  tnis  trip.  Yesterday  x-was  very  interesting,  especially  the 
landing  in  Cherbourg,  where  the  boat  became  fully  occupied.  They  were  mostly  Americans, 
all  very  elegant',  making  Austria  disappear  completely.  We  don't  hear  Vienna  or  Austria 
even  mentioned,  Everything  seems  unbelievable  to  is  and  all  the  experiences  make  us 
feel  stupid.  Yesterday  we  turned  the  clock  back  2 hours  and  today  again.  The  trip 
is  now  very  uninteresting,  the  weather  bad  and  on  the  deck  very  windy.  Nothing  but 
v;ater  everywhere.  However,  we  will  soon  be  in  the  gtjtlf stream  where  the  weather  is 
supoosed  to  be  better,  it  will  go  swimning  with  Hansl  and  the  Mahlers  in  the  afternoon. 

We  are  mutually  hanpy  that  we  are  on  the  same  boat.  We  also  eat  at  the  same  table. 

Only  our  cabin  is  very  small,  Hansl  sleeps  in  the  top  of  the  bunk  bed  and  v;e  leave 

the  door  open  at  night  to  get  a little  more  air.  Otherx’jise  we  feel  as  if  xve  are  in  a 
resort.  The  day  begins  at  7 A.M.  vjith  a v/cxke-up  call,  then  we  take  a bath  and  go  for 
breakfast.  For  instance  this  is  what  Helly  ate  this  morning:  honeymelon,  orange  juice, 
scrambled  eggs  x-rith  ham,  tea®,  bread  and  butter,  honey,  and  jellies  ,etc.  At  10A.M. 
is  a strong  broth  and  small  sandwich  breads.  Hansl  just  loves  them.  The  printed  menus 
are  fabulous  and  everyone  can  order  any  and  everything.  The  water  is  especially  good 
and  every  pitcher  has  ice  in  it.  The  children  are  nox-<  playing  Ping-Pong,  Library 
and  elevator  are  here  for  our  use.  Yesterday  we  x<ere  in  the  lugga'e  storage  room 

7 floors  under  water,  because  X'^e  needed  some  things  from  our  big  suitcase,  which  is 

too  big  to  keep  in  oxir  cabin.  I am  still  sorry  that  we  did  not  ask  you  to  x\rrite  to  us 
to  Cherbourg.  The  people  are  all  very  accommodating.  We  have  a cabin  neighbor,  a

The  ration  shortage  was  becoming  critical  in  Vielsalm  ’

at  Dinan^  Belgium.  For  security,  the  trucks  made 
the  jj -mile  return  trip  in  two  serials.

While  the  division  stood  at  '‘present  arms”  on  the 
parade  ground,  commanders,  with  the  old  and  new’ 
color  guards  armed  with  German  rifles  captured  in  the 
Battle  of  the  Bulge,  advanced  to  the  center  of  the  field 
where  they  exchanged  salutes.  Colors  and  guidons 
were  then  presented  to  the  new  color  guard.  When 
the  units  reformed,  the  augmented  division  of  five 
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
